The address of the Rev. Major 
Kerby which was given in the, 
new church on Monday evening 
was very well attended, the 
building being filled with people 
eager to hear what he, had to 
say on ‘The War and the New 
Day.' 

Major Kerby spoke first of all 
.upon the German military ideal, 
showing that for over 40 years, it 
had saturated every line of 
thought and philosophy, fasten¬ 
ing itself upon history, philoso¬ 
phy, theology and science within 
the German empire. From these 
beginnings it had been eruided, 
through the schools and the uni¬ 
versities, into the studies of the 
people until it had penetrated 
the life of the nation. It had be- 
A come the very soul of the nation, 
urging them on to world domin¬ 
ion. ‘Might is Right’ embodied 
the ideal, and under the influence 
of autocracy, this ideal had been 
fed and fanned into the flame of 
war. 

Opposed to this ideal was the 
democratic ideal of the Allies, 
whose watchword was ‘Right is 
Might,' and that must be upheld 
at all costs. That was why Great 
Britain and the other European 
nations, Canada and the United 
States had gone to war. The 
fight was not for territory or 
trade or sea eommand, it was for 
principle, and the principle which 
gained the victory of the sword 
would gain the victory of influ¬ 
ence after the war. The Allies 
are going to win; they were on 
the highroad to victory today. 
The new day for the world was 
already beginning to dawn and 
> it would affect everyone. New 
ideas of personal service, gov¬ 
ernment and relationship would 
arise out of the result of the 
conflict, and they would be for 
the betterment of. humanity. All 
this would involve new problems 
jijrhich everyone would find it 
their duty to face. They would 


Henry Trenton, the miner who 
was buried alive by a cave-in at 
the Thigh Hill mines at 7:30 last 
Tuesday morning, was rescued 
alive at ten minutes to twelve 
on Friday night. He was en¬ 
tombed for 84 hours without 
food, water, light or air. 

The cave-in occurred on Tues¬ 
day morning, April 10th, at 
about 10 o’clock in the morning. 
Mr. Johnson, of Lethbridge, was 
immediatly notified, and he, to¬ 
gether with Mr. McDonald went 
to Champion, taking the pul- 
motor with them. They found 
that Trenton was buried at the 
end of a mine room, and they 
started in to remove the rock. 
On Wednesday at 4:30 in the 
afternoon they had removed 200 
tons of rock from 24 feet of the 
mine. 

At this point they heard Tren¬ 
ton knocking on the face of the 
rock, and the rescuers decided 
to sink a shaft. By pick-work 
alone they started to sink a shaft 
at 9:30 on Wednesday morning, 
and completed a 43 feet shaft, 
5x4, at 3 o’clock on Friday 
morning, with 30 men working 
in relays. It was then discovered 
that they were working under a 
wrong calculation as to the 
length of the room, and had 
struck a point on the side of the 
cave farthest from the entombed 
man. A tunnel was therefore 
dug round the cave and through 
the rockjfor 23 feet. They could 
still hear Trenton knocking. At 
half past six on Friday night the 
rescuers drilled an auger hole to 
the man’s prison and gave him a 
drink of water. At eleven o’clock 
he was rescued. 

To his rescuers he said that he 
had not expected to get out alive 
but had never given up hope. 
He sucked the moisture from the 
rocks and the coal. He consid¬ 
ered he had a miraculous escape. 

In our report of the accident 
in last week’s issue, Trenton’s 
name appeared as Pinchain,

WHEAT NOW PLACED 

ON THE FREE LIST 


Canadian wheat is being export¬ 
ed to that country, the prices 
across the border being higher 
than in Canada. In view of these 
circumstances it is pointed out by 
the order-in-couneil that it is de¬ 
sirable that the Canadian farm¬ 
er should get the best market 
price obtainable. A memorandum 
accompanying the memorandum 
of free wheat states “that the 
question has been very fully con¬ 
sidered and prices thoroughly in¬ 
vestigated by the minister of 
finance, assisted by Hon. Arthur 
Meighen." 

The prime minister has been 
consulted and the full concur-' 
rence of himself and his colleagues 
obtained. Under present condi¬ 
tions, since the United States has 
entered the war, the wheat sup¬ 
ply of Canada and the United 
States is practically pooled, for 
British allied consumers, so that 
JJie British wheat commission is 
practically the sole export buy¬ 
ers in both countries. 


Canada Removes Duty on 
Wheat, and by That Act 
Opens Up U.S. Market - 
to Canadian Wheat 


By an order-in-council passed 
by the government wheat, 
wheat flour and semolina were 
placed on the list of goods which 
may be imported into Canada 
free of customs duty. The effect 
of this will be that under the 
Wilson-Underwood tariff of the 
United States, wheat, wheat flour 
semolina and other wheat pro¬ 
ducts will be allowed to enter the 
United States from Canada free 
of duty. Up till today the duty 
on wheat entering ‘ the United 
States was ten cents per bushel; 
upon wheat flour, 45 cents per 
barrel, and upon semolina and 
other products of wheat, 10 per 
cent ad valorem. The customs 
officers at ports of entry were all 
notified today of the change. „ 

The free wheat announcement 
was made after a sitting of the 
cabinet council presided over by 
Sir George Foster, the acting 
prime minister. It was officially 
■Stated, however, that Sir Robert 
Borden had been consulted and 
had given his consent to the re¬ 
mission of the duty on wheat. 
The government by its auction 
takes advantage of the Wilson- 
Underwood tariff of 1912, which 
provided for the free admission 
of Canadian wheat into the Un¬ 
ited States when American wheat 
is given free access to the Cana¬ 
dian market 

Ordinarily, such tariff changes 
are made only by act of parlia¬ 
ment, usual at the time of the 
budget. In this case, the War 
Measures act was invoked; and, 
without going to parliament, an 
order promulgated under its auth¬ 
ority acquires the force of a parl¬ 
iamentary enactment 

One of the chief reasons set 
forth by the order-in-council for 
the decision to grant free wheat 
is that owing to the shortage of 
ocean tonnage, due to submarine 
warfare, the demand has practic¬ 
ally ceased for low-grade wheat 
for milling puffcoses from Great 
Britain and the continent. Prac¬ 
tically all the tonnage is now re¬ 
quired to transport grain of the 
higher grades and flour made 
therefrom purchased in Canada 
and the United States by the 
British and allied governments 
for their respective needs. 

In consequence of this condition 
notwithstanding the customs 
duty payable under the provision^, 
of the United States tariff, much

At the appointed time, we were 
in readiness, and were driven in 
the ambulance cars, to our ad¬ 
vanced dressing station, situated 
in a —a distance behind our 
lines. 

Here we spent the night, and 
in the morning led by the medical 
Officer who was to be in charge, 
we proceeded in single file up the 
communication trench to the Ad¬ 
vance Aid Post. 

This was a large “dug out’,, 
opening off the trench, part of 
which was fitted up as a surgery 1 . 
We were told off for various 
duties, some for stretcher-bearers 
some for dressers, and some^ter 
cooks and attendants to supply

Pte. Charles Clark, who is with 
the 8th Field Ambulance in 
France, sends the following 
graphic account of a trench raid. 

It will be recalled that Pte.

Crown Prince Quits Fighting For 
Writing 

The German Crown Prince has 
been invalided to Potsdam, according 
to the latest report from a neutral 
source, and is there employing his 
enforced leisure in composing a book 
on the war. 

It appears that this is the Prince’s 
third venture into authorship. The 
first was~his "Hunting Diary” of 

1912, in which he gave his exper¬ 
iences at shooting parties in Scot¬ 
land, Germany, Austria^. Italy,- India 
and Ceylon. The seyflfid was his eg- 
Ircgious "Gertnany/tn .Arms,” of 

1913, in whiclj^dthoifigh the' Kaiser 
personally rtfad the proofs, he com¬ 
mitted' an indiscretion_ on almost 
every page. 

In this hook, the future boaster of 
the fall of Verdun, posed as the 
Apostle* of the Sword, and his motto 
was: "The world does not rest more 
sajely on the shoulders of Atlas than 
does Germany on her army and 
navy.” It was a most dangerous 
book, for the whole tone of it was 
that Germany could satisfy her as¬ 
pirations only by force of arms. • 

He repeatedly laid stress on the 
power and-rinfluencc of the sword, 
and lie declared that “though the 
whole world be full of devils, though 
all other nations rise in arms against 
us, we shall triumph over them.” 
One of the problems of his book will 
be to explain “My Failure at Vriv, 
dun.”

Growing Potatoes on the Roots of a 
Tomato Plant 

Considerable interest has been 
aroused by the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the J '■■••■• ■ 
sylvania State College. Although the 
idea is not a new one, it demonstra¬ 
tes clearly the ease with which these 
two closely related plants may be 
grafted. 

Only one attempt was made in the 
grafting. The common inverted 
“saddle graft” was used. 

The plant wak wrapped with raffia 
at the junction of the two pieces and 
it was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days until the union was 
perfected. Later the plant was shift¬ 
ed to the outside, where little atten¬ 
tion was given it. Tubers finally de¬ 
veloped on the potato part and toma¬ 
toes on the top. 

According to the authorities them¬ 
selves, the demonstration is of inter¬ 
est only from the standpoint of its 
being somewhat unusual. It is ot 
doubtful economic value.

The expedition 
which has now met with such success 
is no more gallant than was Town¬ 
send’s, but England .has learned that 
gallantry alone does ijot win cam¬ 
paigns.-—New York Times. 


Better Farming Trains 


Are Inspected by Large Number of 
the People in Saskatchewan 

and figures 


Some .interesting fact; 
were brought to the attention of the 
Saskatchewan legislature when Hon. 

I W. R. Mothcrwpll, minister of agri¬ 
culture, made reply to questions ask¬ 
ed by M. L. Lcitch, M.L.A., Morse, 
with respect to the Better Farming 
trains. 

Mr. Lcitch asked the number of 
rlaces visited by the. Better Farming 
trains, the mileage covered, tin num¬ 
ber of men, women and children who 
visited the trains in the years 1914- 
16, the total cost of operating the 
tiains during those years, the assist 
ancc received from the College of 
Agriculture in connection with the 
trains, and the assistance given by 
the railways in bpefating the trains. 

Hon. VV. lF^ Motherwell replied 
that 88 places' were visited by_ the 
Belter Farming train in 1914, 135 it: 
1915, and 56 in 1916. In 1914 the, 
mileage covered was 1,344 miles. 

The next year this increased to 1,- 
94t miles, while last year the total 
was 810 miles. In 1914 the total at¬ 
tendance was approximately 36,(KK) 
In 1915 no less than 18,262 men, 13,- 
392 women and 5,455 children attend¬ 
ed, while last year the totals were 
8.245 men, 5,210 women and 9,218 
children. 

Mr. Motherwell stated that the 
total cost of Operating the trains in 
1914 was $7,000.70; in*1915,/$6,742.02, 
and in 1916, $4,787.22. The College of 
Agriculture, he stated further, furn¬ 
ished the livestock and many other 
exhibits including a car of mechani¬ 
cal appliances. The college also sup¬ 
plied several -members^af its regular 
stalf who acted as lecturers and dem¬ 
onstrators . 

Mr. Motherwell also stated that the 
railway companies interested supplied 
the rolling stock and operated the 
trains free of charge.' ,

The final official returns of the 
bull sale and horse show, indi¬ 
cate that 148 freight cars were 
required to handle the shipment 
out of Calgary of the stock dis¬ 
posed of. Mr. E. L. Richardson, 
the manager, has furnished the 
following statistics : 

Of 500 bulls entered in the bull 
sale, 468 were offered for sale. 
These were loaded at. 59 different 
stations by 143 contributers. 

Purchases were made by 324 
, breeders. The bulls sold were 
distributed to 113 stations in Al¬ 
berta, 10 in Saskatchewan and 3 
in British Columbia. 

Ninety-nine cars were required 
to transport the bulls and 49 to 
transport the horses sold.

began to come in. Little groups 
of prisoners, under guard, came 
trickling down the trench. Some 
of them were wounded and were 
brought in by our stretcher bear¬ 
ers. 

The faces of those prisoners 
as they were borne into the light 
of our dressingroom were a study. 
Hope and fear were mingled in 
their expressions. They seemed 
in doubt as to the kind of recep¬ 
tion they would meet with at the 
hands of ‘those barbarous Can¬ 
adians”. ‘ 

One bright red-haired little 
fellow was brought in with a 
fractured arm, and some minor 
injuries. He sat bolt upright on 
the stretcher and looked anxious¬ 
ly at the faces of the group about 
him. Seeing that we seemed a 
rather good natured band of cut¬ 
throats, he ventured to smile. 
Then someone suggested. “Cig¬ 
arette?” “Yah! Cig’rette” said 
Fritz, his eyes sparkling, and 
soon the smoke was flying. He 
was shivering with cold, so while 
the Medical Officer was putting 
splints on his broken arm I 
brought him some hot cocoa. 
Fritz gulped down the beverage, 
and handed back the mug with 
an indescribable gesture, which 
seemed to hint that a vessel thus 
emptied of its contents was cap- 
ible of being refilled. After a 
second supply, he lay back on the 
stretcher, with the laconic re¬ 
mark, “Better!” Then he pro¬ 
nounced us all ‘gootkammerads’, 
and extending his sound arm, he 
wanted to shake hands with ev¬ 
eryone, much to the annoyance 
of the M.O. who emphatically 
requested him to “keep still!” 

About one o’clock in the mornr 
ing the best of the patients had 
been treated, and sent off down 
the line, so we rolled into our 
bunks feeling that for that day 
at least, we had justified our ex¬ 
istence.
